PARIS READIES PRESS CENTER -- AWAY FROM THE ACTION; 


By Bernard S. Redmont 

PARIS — More than 2,000 newsmen — 
the biggest gathering of the press since 
the Grace Kelly-Prince Rainier wedding 
in Monaco — are expected to descend on 
the glittering City of Light for the East- 
West Summit Conference beginning May 16. 

That’s the best unofficial estimate 
available here at the moment. 

The harried Ministry of Information 
working frantically on accreditations and 
other preparations for the big meeting, 
will only say on the record, ‘‘We expect 
it will attract a considerable number of 
journalists to Paris’’. 

The French capital hasn’t built a 
single new hotel since before World War 
II, and most hotels are already uncom- 
fortably overbooked for an early tourist 
season in May. Those who haven’t al- 
ready aSsuredreservations may find them- 
selves begging for a Left Bank, sixth- 
floor walkup, cold-water chambre de bonne. 

The old temporary NATO building in 
the Trocadero gardens at the Palais de 
Chaillot will give its last dying gasp 
during the summit as the official press 
center. The much-condemned structure, 
now ten years old, and built originally 
for the United Nations General Assembly, 
will be demolished immediately after the 
summit. 

The French Foreign Ministry at first 
had its eye on that charming old eyesore 
on the Champs-Elysees, the Grand Palais, 
drafty home of Motor Shows and Ideal 
Home Expositions, as the press center. 
But it just wasn’t to be. 

The Palais de Chaillot headquarters 
will pen up the 2,000 journalists, ef- 
fectively screening them off from the 
deliberations of Messrs. Eisenhower, 
Macmillan, de Gaulle and Khrushchev, 
who will meet elsewhere — at the Elysee 
Palace, Foreign Ministry or the Chateau 
at Rambouillet. 

Most of the news will filter out to the 
world from four simultaneous press brief- 
ings given in the press HQ by the Ameri- 
can, British, French and Soviet spokes- 
men, separately. 

U.S. briefings will be handled by 
White House Press Secretary James 
Hagerty and Assistant Secretary of State 
for Public Affairs Andrew Berding. 

French briefings will be given by 
Jean Chauveau, Elysee press chief, and 
Pierre Baraduc, Foreign Ministry press 
chief. 

British and Soviet spokesmen are 
as yet unknown. 

The French are already installing all 
the necessary communications facilities 
in the press HQ, including direct tele- 
printer lines, telephone cabins, radio and 
TV studios. Bar, restaurant, newstand, 
tobacconist and postal services will also 
be available. 


The four big world news agencies, 
AP, UPI, AFP and Reuter, will have 
their own private offices at press HQ. 

Other media which want private of- 
fices, to the extent space is available, 
have been told they may rent them at $4 
a day, including furniture, cleaning and 
installation of telephone (calls not in- 
cluded). 

Journalists desiring accreditations 
were asked to write the French Ministry 
of Information (Mlle. Menut), 36 Avenue 
de Friedland, Paris 8, before May 12. 

In addition, U.S. press attache Lowell 
Bennett is amassing a list of American 
newsmen accredited to the U.S. delega- 
tion. As early as April, his office already 
had 120 American requests for listing. 

The Hotel de Crillon press HQ usual- 
ly staffed by Jim Hagerty will not be 
used this time, the Embassy said. 

AP’s Paris bureau chief Richard K. 
O’Malley and News Editor George Mc- 
Arthur report that their summit news, 
photo and traffic staff will number ‘‘more 
than 40.’’ Paris staff will be reinforced 
by Preston Grover from Moscow, Marvin 
Arrowsmith and John Hightower from 
Washington, Max Harrelson from U.N., 
and Bill Ryan, analyst from N.Y.

WASHINGTON — Mid-May is a crucial 
time of the year for members of the press 
corps to leave Washington, as press 
coverage is at its height. 

Due to the small number — approxi- 
mately 25 — of correspondents accom- 
panying President Eisenhower to the 
Summit Conference, they will fly to 
Paris in a propeller airplane, leaving 
here on May 11. President Eisenhower 
and his staff will depart on May 15 in 
a 707 jet plane. 

However, many correspondents are 
leaving prior to May 14. Some will cover 
the Foreign Minister’s meeting being held 
prior to the Summit Conference. They will 
travel via commercial planes. 

The White House lists for the cor- 
respondents going to the Summit Con- 
ference ‘‘Around the World Presidential 
Trip via Moscow”’ closed April 30. 

Jim Hagerty, Presidential Press Sec- 
retary, told the White House correspond- 
ents last week that transportation alone 
on the ‘‘Around the World via Moscow’’ 
trip would cost $7,000.

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Hawaii Becomes Pacific 
Shannon--With Hula Skirts

Geography, jet planes and the era of 
traveling diplomacy have made Hawaii 
a bustling news center. 

Hardly a day passes that newsmen 
aren’t tracking down a visiting dignitary 
or celebrity. The leisurely pace that was 
Hawaii’s is fast disappearing and news- 
men beat a constant path to the airport 
to interview a visiting VIP or grab a quick 
story as a plane stops for refueling. 

Recent visitors have included the 
King and Queen of Nepal, Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi of Japan, West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, Jack Paar 
and many others. Hollywood and TV stars 
visiting the islands are aS numerous as 
Waikiki sand and grains. 

Jet planes, which cut travel time from 
the mainland from nine hours to four, 
have brought many U.S. conventions and 
business meetings to the islands. Tourists 
have also increased in number. 

A newsman who left the islands a few 
years ago would hardly recognize the 
place now. Not only because of the great 
building boom, but professionally, the 
output of Hawaii datelines has increased 
tremendously and the type of news stories 
are much more diversified. 

The rest of the country is more in- 
terested in Hawaii news since it became 
a state.

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Cuban, South African Press Reprisals Protested 


Strong protests against expulsion of 
newsmen in Cuba and jailing of reporters 
in South Africa have been sent to govern- 
ment leaders in those two countries by 
OPC’s Freedom of the Press Committee. 
The letters were signed by John Day, com- 
mittee chairman; Douglas Edwards, vice 
chairman, and Sally Sheppard, secretary. 

In the letter to Cuba’s Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro, the group said: 

“We should like very much to appeal 
to your good judgment that denying free- 
dom of the press to newsmen, not only of 
the United States of America, but else- 
where, can only put in great jeopardy the 
freedom of the Cuban people for whom, 
we trust, you are so ardently working. 
This fact is history, aS we are sure you 
know. 

“We refer in the latest instance to the 
case of Richard Bate and Mario Biasetti, 
newsmen for CBS News who have recent- 
ly been expelled from your country. We 
are sure that you must know that this act 
has been publicized, not only on Ameri- 
can television and radio, but also in 
newspapers from coast to coast, and 
around the world as well. 

“It is a matter of great concern to the 
Freedom of the Press Committee of the 
Overseas Press Club that such acts are 
not only detrimental to the great friend- 
ship between the Cuban people and other 
people of the hemisphere, but might also 
be a similar detriment to the cause of 
peace, prosperity and general well-being 
on a world-wide scale. We realize the 
problems of your country, both past and 
present, but we wonder whether they will 
be solved by this kind of act, not only 
against foreign newsmen, but by action 
against your own newsmen as well. 
Censorship, in our view, cannot possibly 
benefit your country or your people in 
the eyes of the world.’’ 

The following letter went to Eric H. 
Louw, South Africa’s Foreign Minister: 

‘In behalf of the Overseas Press Club 
of America, we of the Freedom of the 
Press Committee of the OPC are much 
disturbed by your recent actions pertain- 
ing to reporters. It is our understanding 
that you have jailed two representatives 
of the free press of the world and, ac- 
cording to the New York Times, have in- 
structed the South African Ambassador in 
Washington to exert pressure on a na- 
tionally-known television reporter to 
‘¢calm down’’ his comments on the South 
African racial crisis. 

“We are quite familiar with the ex- 
plosive complex with which you are work- 
ing, but are extremely alarmed by the 
fact that you would choose to black out 
freedom of information in this manner. 

‘Therefore, we would appeal to you 
most strongly, Mr. Louw, to use modera- 
tion at a time when the eyes of the entire 
world are on your nation. We would appeal 


for freedom of the press — complete free- 
dom of the press — in reporting events in 
South Africa, because the freedom of the 
world may hinge upon the outcome of 
your actions there.”’ 


OPC Speakers 
Debate Capital 


Punishment 


Judge Anna Kross, N.Y. City Com- 
missioner of Correction, addressing an 
OPC Open House audience on April 26, 
declared that ‘‘the majority of those 


executed and for that matter those caught - 


and charged with capital offenses, are 
either defectives, psychopaths, or in the 
so-called underprivileged class . . . Our 
present administration of justice hasn’t 
proved that it has protected anyone... 
Our prisons today are bankrupt. ”’ 

Judge Kross was a member of a panel 
discussing capital punishment as an 
international problem. She called it ‘‘un- 
civilized.” 

Speaking in favor of retaining the 
death penalty were Sanford Bates, former 
chief of the U.S. Bureau of Prisons, and 
Rufus King, Washington attorney, who 
called the abolitionists ‘‘sentimenta- 
lists.” Mr. King pointed out that the num- 
ber of police officers killed in line of 
duty is almost equal to the number of 
criminals executed in the U.S. Mr. Bates 
insisted that the death penalty is a 
deterrent and quoted figures to show that 
states which abolished capital punish- 
ment have a higher homicide rate than 
those which have not. 

Januar Bove, attorney general of Dela- 
ware, seventh state to abolish capital 
punishment, declared that there had been 
no increase in capital crimes since aboli- 
tion and that there had been no execu- 
tions anyhow since 1946. 

Will Oursler said that although nearly 
fifty countries outside the U.S. have 
abolished the death penalty, international 
crime in the shape of the Mafia still 
executes its own erring members and that 
fact does not seem to act as a deterrent. 

The discussion was sparked by a 
Readers’ Digest piece by Ernest Have- 
mann who was present but did not speak.

OPC NET INCOME RISES 


Net operating income of the Overseas 
Press Club increased $9,004.86 in the 
past year over the preceding year, accord- 
ing to Will Oursler, acting treasurer. The 
report is based on the period April1, 1959, 
to March 31, 1960. 

But Oursler added that ‘‘it would be 
less than candid not to point out at the 
same time that our financial reserve situ- 
ation is not as good this year as it was 
last year,’’ pointing out that the OPC has 
on deposit $78,786.48, as compared with 
$107,806.12 for Sept. 30, 1959. This de- 
crease in the OPC reserve situation, he 
said, is ‘‘due almost entirely to the 


building fund.’’
